that thirteen young men made up its num-| in God. 


ber. Of these, six graduated in 1872—the 
year its first class was sent out from its in- 
struction. Just ten years of its history as 
a college have gone by—a very short period 
indeed in the life of an educational institu- 
tion, (where. as is often the case fifty years 
ars counted its infancy,) and a period by 
far too brief in which to show very great or 
very marked results,—and the season of its 
literary anniversary again comes round. 
Looking back upon the first decennary of 
its history, we find that eighty-six graduates 
have received its degrees, against the names 
of two of whom the fatal* has been placed, 
viz:—Fred L. Moore of the class of °75, 
who died in California, and Edgar A. Work 
of the same class who died while pursuing 
his studies at the Military Academy at West 
Point. Of the eighty-four graduates whose 
names are given in the catalogue of 1877-8, 
fifty-one were reported as residents of Maine, 
the others have gone to other states. Many 
are following their professions, some are 
teachers, some are farmers, some are en- 
gaged in business other than farming, and 
some are taking special supplementary 
courses at other institutions. This period 
covers the Presidency of but two gentle- 
men: Prof. M, C. Fernald who was acting 
President during the first three years, and 
Dr. Charles .F, Allen who has been Presi- 
dent from 1871 to the present time. From 
time to time changes have been made in the 
faculty, which now consists of the Presi- 
dent and seven professors.

President Allen's Baccalaureate. 

On Sunday evening the usual Baccalau- 
reate address was given by President Allen 
to a large audience, from the words in Mat- 
thew 10, 39: **He that findeth his life shall 
lost it, and he that loseth his life for My 
sake shall find it.” Not having been able 
to be present at that time, we give the fol- 
lowing abstract of the address from the 
Bangor Whig: 

To the disciples elated by the ndeur 
of the Saviour’s mission involved in the 
confession, “Thou art the Christ, the Son 
of the Living God,” came the sad announce- 
ment of the Master’s death, and the declar- 
ation that without cross-bearing and self- 
denial nd one could be his disciple; and

At the close of the above, President Allen 
addressed a few feeling remarks to the 
members of the graduating class. He ex- 
pressed the interest that the faculty have 
felt in their advancement, and closed with 
words of good advice for their future wel- 


fare. 
Dr. Hemlin’s Lecture. 

In consequence of the decease of Mr. 
Edwin C. Johnson of Gorham, a member 
of the class who died May 24th, the Juniors 
held no exhibition this season. The parts 
as prepared, were, however, examined by a 
committee who awarded the prize for ex- 
cellence in composition to 8, Percy Crosby 
of Dexter, with high commendation to the 
essays by Frank EB. Kidder and Edward J. 
Blake. In consequence of the_omission of 
this exhibition which has heretofore oc- 
curred on Monday evening, Rey. Dr. Cyrus 
Hamlin of Bangor was invited to give his 
lecture on “*The Results of Eastern Civili- 
zation.” The Bangor Whig, in its report of 
this lecture says: 

**Prof. Hamlin’s life long familiarity with 
Eastern life enabled him to delineate clear- 
ly the remarkable difference between the 
East and the West in the essential and fun;| 
damental principles upon which these two 
worlds proceed. One is unchangeable. Its 
institutions live from age to age without a 
wrinkle. A decade of centuries in the one 
does not effect the changes of a decade of 
years inthe other. ‘The facts to illustrate 
this were drawn from the methods and the 
implements of culture, from religion, 

overnment, social life, the common arts of 
life and education, but they were too ex- 
tended for any report. He admitted that 
Eastern education with its ancient methods 
two thousand years old often produces great 
mental acuteness in marking subtie distinc- 
tions, but deprives the mind of all fertility 
and invention. It looks reverently to the 
past and keeps to old ruts. The amazi 
contrast of the West was rapidly 
in its ever ng institutions, divisions, 
inventions and its onward rush after some- 
thing better. The renovation of the Eust- 
ern world has begun and: can be carried 
forward and guided by nothing less than 
the sound and thorough Christian education 
of Pig men which tears up orientalism root 
and branch. ‘The populations are sound 
and etrong, their systems alone are effete. 
Not Russian bayonets but the schoel-master 
and the school-ma’am and a purified Chisti- 
anity are the hope of the East. The ad- 
dress was long but the freshness of the sub- 
ject caused it fo be listened to with profound 
attention by his very intelligent audience, 
He spoke without notes and ina style though 
ane rl etorical was deliberate, clear and sim- 
ple.

Burns. For two or three years the Alumai 
Association has been considering the ques- 
tion of representation om the Board of Trus- 
tees, and this year the subject was again 
brought up for consideration. The mem- 
bers believe they are sufficient in n umbers 
and influence to be entitled to this consider- 
ation, and left the matter in the hands oft a 
committee who are instructed, if possible, 
to secure this recognition. The plan pro- 
posed is to recommend from their number, 
the name of a gentleman for this position to 
be appointed by the Governor, whenever a 
vacancy exists. The members of the Alumni 
believe this action would strengthen the po- 
sition of the college, and unite the members 
more firmly together ia its support.

It is gratifying that several of the parts 
above announced, as will be seen by their 
titles, were In the direct line of thought and 
investigation which itis the object of the 
college to promote, ‘There were not, of 
course, particularly well adapted for rheto- 
rical effort, and could not be given with so 
much force of elocution, as could others on 
different themes. But they showed a fair 
conception of the subjects and were quite 
creditable. Others were well written, but 
through want of application were poorly 
presented. On the whole, the exercises 
wanted much of being up to the standard 
of former years.

Liberty of Thought and Speech. 


A Graduation Theme at State College.

In olden times the contest between liberty 
and authority was carried on by the govern- 
ment and its subjects; and in the pages 0: 
history are found innumerable instances of 
this warfare. A time came however, in the 
progress of human affairs when men ceased 
to think ita necessity that their governors 
should by au independent power and oppos- 
ed to their interests. They considered it 
much better that the magistrates of the state 
should be their delegates or representatives, 
aud that their power should not be used to 
the disadvantage of those over whom they 
had authority. A democratic element sprang 
into existence and spread over many of the 
nations of the 
ment became predominant it invested itself 
with numerous powers which, though not 
as despotic as those of the former were yet 
far from giving to individuals absolute free- 
dom. The power was transferred from the 
absolute sov to the representatives of 
the majority of people; and those who 
were in the minority or differed in opinion 
from the governing class were subject to 
them and obliged to obey their mandates. 
Like all other tyrannies the tyranny of the 
majority was at first and is still held in 
dread as acting through the public authori- 
ties. But reflecting persons perceive that 
when society is the tyrant it often practices 
on oppression more formidable than that of 
political parties. Its means are not restrict- 
ed to the acts of its political fanctionaries, 
but penetrate more deeply into the details 
of life. Society has expended much effort 
in attempting to compel individuals to con- 
furm to its notions of excellence. 

It was through the infiuence of society 
the most virtuoys man of his 
time, was put to death. Reea,in on one 
when individual greatness abounded, this 
man, whose name after hundreds of years 
is first fn the memory vf the civilized world, 
and whose fame far outshines that of all 
other Grecian philosophers, was put to death 
by his countrymen for impiety; for denying 
the Gods recognized by the State; for utter- 
ing an opinion. It was through the ingrati- 
tude and prejudice of a people that He who 
lived the grandest and most virtuous life on 


centuries have done homage as the Infinite 
and Perfect One was condemned 
ple for teaching a doctrine at variance with 
the sentinients of the times; for uttering 
truths which were necessary for the salva- 
tion of mankind. It is true that in each of

ut who will deny that they were mere 
mockeries, and that it was through the infla-

Mineral Resources of Maine. 


A Graduation Theme at State College,

mediate means of successful defense ; while 
their discoveries, recorded in the archives 
of science, have served to ald in the defense 
of other countries; and among them .our 
own during the war with Great Britain. 
Every State that discovera within itself 
the means of support and defence, strength- 
ens by that means the whole confederacy. 
Maine possesses in an eminent degree these 
important resources derived from the min- 
eral kingdom. Her rocks are various and 
among them are found many that are use- 
ful, either in their natural state, or -after 


having beéa subjectéd to mechanical or | the 


chemical operations. Those rocks which 
include within them beds and veias of me- 
tallic ores, also abound in our State. Some 
have already been found to contain many 
of the most important sabstances, in suffi- 
cient quantities to render their ¢ 
profitable, while in others there exist in- 
dubitable indications of ores not yet found 
in abundance, but which there is reason to 
believe may be discovered in lurger quanti- 
ties by future researches. 

Those rocks which are useful in their nat- 
ural state, and whose preparation for the 
market requires but little outlay of capital, 
are certainly among the most important re- 
sourcés Of the country. 
the metallic ores; require mach skill in 
miping, and in the chemical ° 
the furnace and laboratory, but demand only 
the most simple mechanical labor, the pro- 
fits of whieh may be at once foreseen. 

Granite is an article everywhere in de- 
mand for architectural , and while 
the southern and western states are totally 
destitute of it, Maine possesses inexhaust- 
able quarries, which are capable of supply- 
ing the whole world with building stones of 
the greatest durability and beauty. Tne 
greatest pyramid of Egypt, which 
six millions of tons, is built of granite. It 
is a monument which, since the original de- 
sign of its builders has been forgotten, may 
serve at least to demonstrate the imperish- 
able durability of this rock. But wtat are 
the Egyptian pyramids in age, magnitade or 
ura , when compared with those eter- 
nal mountains raised by the hand ot ‘Infinite 
Power, whieh have withstood, from the 
foundation of the world, the actions of the 
elements ? 

The vast deposits of slate are also among 
the richest of the netural productions of 
our State. A few years ago. before those 
vast deposits had been discovered. slate was 
imported at large expense from Great Brit- 
ain. Nowittis furnished at less than half 
its former ¢o3t by our Own State, which is 
capable of supplylag the whole world with 
slate of the finest quality. 

Limestone and marble hold an important 
place among the resources of Maine, aad, 
since their preparation for market is simple, 
few manufactures are attended with so lit- 
tle risk. and such certainty of profit.

~"Centennial Days; 

The month of June which has just closed 
contained several notable Centennial days 
pertaining to our struggle for independence. 
It was.on the 19th day of June, 1778, that 
General Washington led the patriot army 
from the h:adquarters at Valley Forge to 
resume active operations against the enemy. 
The days spent at Valley Forge were the 
darkest of all the dark days of the entire 





that was resting upon him, in which case 
all would haye been Jost, But this was the 
culmination, and having succeeded in keep- 
ing his ragged and starving soldiers togeth- 
er during the wiuater, he led them out and 
against the enemy in June, and afterward 
suffered no serious defeat to the close of the 
war. 

Friday last was the Centennial of the bat- 
tle of Monmouth, one of the most severely 
contested battles of the revolution. The 
battle occurred Sunday and according to 
the followiig description of the day by an 
eminent historical writer, the one bundredth 
anniversary must have been very similar. 
This writer says: ‘‘The day was cloudless 
over the plains of Monmouth when the 
morning dawned and the sun came up with 
all the power of the summer solstice. It 
was the sultriest day of the year; nota 
zephyr moved the leaves; Nature smiled in 
her heautiful. garments of flowers and 
foliage and the birds carolled with delight 
in the fullness of love and harmony. Man 
alone was the discordant note in the univer- 
sal melody. _Healone, the ‘proud lord of 
creation’, claiming for his race the sole 
mundane possession of the Divine image, 
disturbed the chaste worship of the hour, 
which ascended eudibly from the groves, 
the streams, the meadows and the wood- 
lands. On that calm Sabbath morning, in 
the midst of psradisial beauty, twenty 
thousand men girded onthe implements of 
hellish war to maim and destroy each other 
—to sully the green grass and fragrant 

flewers with human blood.” 

Sir Henry Clinton had evacuated Phila- 
delphia where he had spent the winter, on 
the 18th of June and proceeded across New 
Jersey toward New Brunswick with a view 
of embarking for New York, at Raritan. It 
was on account of this movement that 
Washington broke up his camp at Valley 
Forge, and started out to harass the British 
commander in his march across the country. 
General Cliaton had a baggage train twelve 
miles long, and being thus encumbered and 
on account of the intense heat, he was 
obliged to moye very slowly. Having 
reached Freehold, N.J., on the 27th, the 
British commander. bivouacked for the 
night. The American army had for sey- 
eral days, been threatening an attack, and 
deeming this a favorable opportunity, Wash- 
ington, although his officers were divided 
upon the subject, determined on striking the 
enemy # decisive blow before he could reach 
his ships. Getieral Charles Lee led the ad- 
vance with 4000 selected troops ; General La- 
fayette followed with two brigades and the 
main army under Gen. Washington brought 
up the rear. 

The attack was made with great spirit and 
the Americans were at. first, successful, but 


owing to some mismanagement. which has 


never béen fully explaitied, on the part of 


General Lee, what promised to be a great 
victory was. turned into a defeat and our 
gallant soldiers were driven a fugitive 
crowé from the field.“ It was during this 
retreat that Washington who was bringing 
up the rear to take part id the final assault, 
met Lee at the head of the fugitives, and 
losing his temper reprimanded him severe- 
ly and it is said-made.use.of.profane lan- 
guage, a very unusual occurrence wilh, him. 
The presence of Washington had a mar- 
vellous effect upon the retreating soldiers.

Sentries were posted to watch the loading 


of the Chesapeake, and when she was ready 
to sail, all went on board, ex the enlist- 
ed engineer, who had the vessel. 
They proceeded down the harbor, and when 
opposite the Battery, made a stop. Braine 
supposed that he had been betrayed, but 
only a belated passenger came on board 


At supper the captain told Braine that none 
of his men’s fares had been paid. I paid 
their fares, says Braine, thinking that I 
would soon have the money back. That 
night myself and Lieutenant Parr packed 
and capped revolvers in my stateroom, and 
secretly handed them to the men. 

At 1:30 on Monday morning, December 
7, [aroused Lieutenant Parr. We donned 
our uniforms of gray, turned out our men, 
and informed them that the time for action 
had come. On entering the saloon at 2 
o’clock the lights were turned low, and no 
one was visible but an old skipper sitting 
by the stove. He remarked that I was up 
rather early. I replied that the sea didn’t 
agree with me, and that in the name of the 
Confederate States of America he was my 
prisoner. We made all eur captures in the 
name of our government, says Braine, and 
the charge of piracy falls to the ground. I 
then ordered fieateoant Parr to proceed on 
deck and capture the first officer, who had 
the watch, and wait for orders. Lieutenant 
Collins [ ordered to the engine-room. He 
took three men, and his orders were to ar- 
rest all in the name of the Confederate 
States, and on no account to fire on any un- 
less he resisted. I then proceeded to the 
deck with the rest of my men, and posted a 
sentinel at the companion-way. 

When amidships [ heard a man run to the 
port side and a shot was fired at the com- 
mn It was the first officer, who 

sregarded the hail of the sentry and try- 
ing to reach deck again by the main-hole, 
was shot twice. I passed down to the en- 
gine room and found the steam going down 
and no engineer on daty. Inthe fire room 


[found eight persons in irons, in front of 


the furnace. Lieutenant Collins reported 
to me that while putting the firemen ia irons 
one of them resisted and was fired at. The 
engineer, hear! this, armed himself with 
arevolyer and on one of my men. 
The fire was returned and the engineer was

I immedi 
ately went below and found the engineer 
lying dead on the threshold of the 

room. The body was sewn in a sheet and 
thrown overboard. I then ordered Captain 
Willets to surrender to the Confederate 
States as a prisoner of war.

mand upon the hostiles the latter it was re- 
reported had 1500 warriors. The Indians 
were not aware of the presence of the sol- 
diers. The stock was unguarded. Bernard 
addressed his troops, informing them they 
were close by the enemy and could whip 
them. He charged them not to retreat; if 
they did they would be shot, and they 
might as well die by shots fired by the say- 
ages asour men. The soldiers went si- 
lently forward and attacked the savages, a 
force three times greater. When within 
500 yards of the enemy, the order was 
given to charge. McGregg’s company 
was near byand they charged also. The 
savages fled in dismay. A large number 
were killed. Between one and two o’clock 
on the morning of the 24th the hostiles were 
compelled to retreat. They were pursued 
by Bernard ten miles. 


A Silver City dispatch says that the latest 
frem the front indicates the probability that 
the hostiles will leave Rocky Canyon and 
goin the direction of the Columbia River, 
through Yokeman Valley in Washington 
Territory and passing along to S 
county to get to Koolenay. They meet 
with little or no opposition on this route, 
there being no troops and few volunteers 
to meet except of the latter, such as might 
possibly be sent out from Walla Walla. If 
they take the route here indicated they will 
pass through a fine stock country and com- 
mit heavy depredations with the probability 
of murdering many settlers. 

Dispatches from Manitoba, says there are 
no signs whatever of Sitting Bull or any of 
his warriors entering the United States.

MOKENzre’s RAID INTO MExICcO. A 
News’ special from San Antonio, dated Wed- 
nesday of last week, says that the follow- 
ing is as much of the official report of Gen. 
McKenzie as could then be obtained for pub- 
lication: 


The expedition was in two columns; one 
under Lieut. Col. Shafter, 24th Infantry. the 
other under Capt. Young, 8th Cavalry. 
Gen. McKenzie moved with the command 
of Capt. Young. That column left their 
camp at Devil’s river Jane 11 and crossed 
June 12, fifteen miles above the mouth, 
camping that night ten miles southwest of 
the river at a or camp. 

During the 13th and 14th, they marched 
‘some forty miles to Baro Mountain, and on 
the 15th intended to march 2% miles; but 
the guide, after conducting the column 
twelve miles, fell sick, and, as the water 
could not be reached and there was danger 
of all the stoek perishing, word was sent to 
Colonel Shafter not to cross, and if he had 
crossed torecross. It was then determined, 








-| on account of frequent cattle raids, to search 


the country on the San Diego and San Pod- 


Shafter was accordingly notified, and the 
commands joined on the San Diego on the 
17th and moved to Remolino on the head 
waters of the San R ©, where the Mex- 
ican troops were met under Colonel Valdez, 
who stated that he was ordered to repel the 
Americans on Mexican territory, He was 
informed that the command had no hostility 
towards Mexico, but was after thieves and 
Indians. Oolonel Mancio, who had arrived 
with additional troops, stated in general 
terms that he was obliged to obey his ord- 
ers and attack the United States troops, 
whereupon some correspondence passed. 

The Mexican force crossed the return 
route of our troops a second time and asked 
an apology for the presence of the troops. 
The entire command recrossed the river 
without collision, trouble or annoyance. 
The expedition failed mainly on account of 
the searcity ot water and the sickmess and 
failure of the grides. The Mexican forces 
were weak and refysed to render any assis- 
tance |n arresting the thieves and Indians.

THE ART OF PROLONGING LIFE. 

People generally desire long life and 
health. Sickness and premature acai ane 
almost always due to violations of the laws 
that govern our pliysical being,and of which 
the masses are ignorant. [f men knew bet- 
ter they would po better; but how can they 
avoid an evil that they know not of? While 
efforts are made through the public Schools 
to give each child a so-called common 
glish education, yet the children are permit- 
ted to grow up and enter upon the responsi- 
ble duties of active life, profoundly ignorant 
of the structure of their own bodies, and the 
laws of physical being upon which their 
health and lives depend. They are sent to 
school and crammed with arithmetic, - 
mar, and geography, by teachers who, in 
many instances, have never studied physi- 
ology and hygiene. They are taught to lo- 
cate the mountains and trace the rivers of 
foreign countries, but are never taught to 
locate the vital organs and glands of their 
own bodies, or trace the veins, arteries. 
nerves in their various ramifications. They 
are instructed in the flow of the tides, and 
the course of the ocean currents, and the 
ay of winds and storms; bat they 

ave no correct conception of the relative 
effects upon their health of breathing pure 
or impure air, nor has their attention ever 
been called to the importance of keeping 
their bodies clean and healthy by regular 
bathing.

COUNTERFeIT COIN. Treasury authorities 
estimate that $2,000,000 of counterfeit coin 
is now in circulation in this country and 
that the amountis constantly increasing. 
Besides the actual counterfeiting. the tricks 
of **sweating”’ and filling are resorted to. 
As much as $2 is taken from $20 gold pieces 
What remains is genuine and the imprint 
remains sharp. Splitting is another device. 
By this method as much as $15 can be taken 
out ef a $20 piece. The piece is split into 
equal parts and after being dug out the 
cavity is filled with an alloy, then solder 
the pieces together with gold. Another 
process is to bore holes in the edge, fill them 
with silver, cover with gold solder and re- 
mill, Counterfeits pure and simple are 
most always below weight. One of the 
most dangerous counterfeits is that of a $5 
gold piece. It is full weight (129 grains) 
composed of gold and silver and is worth 
from $2 70 to $3 40. It is thicker than the 
genuine. 

It will not pay to debase silver coins, so 
they are counterfeited throughout. Type 
metal is used for some of the smaller coins. 
There is a counterfeit half-dollar made of 
silver, copper and ziac, worth seventeen 
cents, and is from seven to ten grains light. 
The spurious character of another half- 
dollar is betrayed by its thickness. It is 
made of German silver, plated with the 
pure metal. Aside from the too great thick- 
ness of most counterfeit coins, compared 
with the genuine, such coins may be de- 
tected by their edges, the “milling” on 
which is apt to be defective. The ring of 
a coin—or rather the want of it—does not. 
always denote thatitis spurious, asa’ flaw 
in the pure metal may cause a flat sound.
